An  ordinance  to  repeal  Sections  89  to  99,  both  in- 
clusive, of  Article  37  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Edition),  title  "Taxes",  sub-title  "Sewer- 
age Taxes",  as  ordained  by  ordinance  No.  1742, 
approved  December  19,  1958,  and  the  sub-title 
"Sewerage  Taxes",  appearing  immediately  be- 
fore Section  89  of  said  Article  37,  and  to  ordain, 
in  lieu  thereof,  a  new  sub-title  and  eleven  (11) 
new  sections  to  be  known  as  Sections  89  to  99, 
inclusive,  to  stand  in  the  place  of  the  sub-title 
and  the  aforesaid  sections  so  repealed,  relating 
generally  to  the  imposition  of  a  charge  or  charges 
commencing  on  July  1,  1959,  and  continuing  in 
all  subsequent  years  for  the  use  of,  and  the  serv- 
ices rendered  by,  the  sewerage  and  storm  water 
facilities  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore;  providing  for  the 
method  and  procedure  for  determining  said 
charge  or  charges  and  for  the  payment  and  col- 
lection thereof;  providing  for  the  administration 
and  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance; conferring  and  imposing  certain  powers 
and  duties  on  the  Sewerage  Engineer,  City  Treas- 
urer, Director  of  Public  Works  and  the  Board  of 
Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals ;  providing  for  the 
payment  of  interest  and  penalties  in  connection 
with  the  non-payment  of  said  charge  or  charges 
when  due  and  owing;  providing  penalties  in  con- 
nection with  evading  said  charge  or  charges  or 
for  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  City  Treasurer;  re- 
serving certain  rights  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  connection  with  certain 
taxes,  and  providing  that  this  ordinance  shall 
take  effect  July  1,  1959. 
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Whereas.  Sub-section  (27)  of  Section  6  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Charter  (1949  Edition),  as  amended 
by  Chapter  550  of  the  Laws  of  Maryland  of  1959, 
authorizes  and  empowers  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore  to  establish,  maintain,  operate  and 
control  sewers,  drains  and  sewage  disposal  facilities 
and  to  make  charges  for  the  use  of  said  sewers, 
drains  and  sewage  disposal  facilities;  therefore 

Section  1,  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sections  89  to  99,  both 
inclusive,  of  Article  37  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Edition),  title  'Taxes'\  sub-title  ''Sewerage 
Taxes",  as  ordained  by  Ordinance  No.  1742,  ap- 
proved December  19,  1958,  and  the  sub-title  "Sewer- 
age Taxes"  appearing  immediately  before  Section 
89  of  said  Article  37,  be  and  they  are  hereby  re- 
pealed ;  and  that  a  new  sub-title  and  eleven  (11)  new 
sections  to  be  known  as  Sections  89  to  99,  inclusive, 
be  and  they  are  hereby  ordained  in  lieu  thereof,  to 
stand  in  the  place  of  the  sub-title  and  the  aforesaid 
sections  so  repealed,  and  to  read  as  follows : 

Sewer  Service  Charges 

89.  There  is  hereby  imposed  for  the  period  com- 
mencing on  July  1,  1959,  and  ending  on  December 
31,  1959,  a  charge  for,  and  there  is  hereby  imposed 
in  all  subsequent  years  an  annual  charge  for,  the 
use  of,  and  the  services  rendered  by,  the  plants, 
properties,  works,  systems  or  facilities,  or  any  part 
thereof,  which  are  owned  or  controlled  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (hereinafter  some- 
times called  "City")  and  which  are  used  or  useful 
in  connection  with  the  collection,  treatment  or  dis- 
posal of  sewage,  waste  and  storm  water  (herein- 
after sometimes  called  "sewerage  facilities")  upon 
the  properties  located  in  Baltimore  City  served 
thereby,  and  the  owners  of  such  properties,  at  the 
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rate  or  rates  hereinafter  set  forth.  All  properties 
located  in  Baltimore  City  which  directly  through 
pipes  or  conduits  of  any  kind  discharge,  or  indirect- 
ly through  one  or  more  pipes,  conduits,  gutters, 
streams,  channels  or  similar  or  other  means  or  a 
series  thereof  discharge,  either  treated  or  untreated 
sewage  or  industrial  waste  or  used  water  or  waste 
water,  or  any  combination  thereof,  into  the  City's 
sewerage  facilities  or  any  part  thereof  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  served  by  the  City's  sewerage  facilities, 
and  the  phrase  "discharged  into  the  City's  sewerage 
facilities"  as  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  mean 
directly  or  indirectly  discharged  into  the  City's 
sewerage  system  in  the  manner  or  by  the  means 
hereinbefore  set  forth.  The  said  charge  shall  not 
apply  to  properties  which  do  not  either  directly  or 
indirectly  discharge  sewage  or  industrial  waste  or 
used  water  or  waste  water,  or  any  combination 
thereof,  into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  or  any 
part  thereof. 

90.  (a)  The  charge  imposed  hereunder  for  the 
period  commencing  on  July  1,  1959,  and  ending  on 
December  31,  1959,  shall  be  based  on  a  six  months 
period  at  the  annual  rate  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
in  all  subsequent  years  the  charge  imposed  hereun- 
der shall  be  an  annual  charge,  and  all  such  charges 
shall  be  based,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
sub-title,  upon  the  water  service  available  for,  or 
the  consumption  of  water  on,  the  particular  prop- 
erty served  by  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  as 
measured  by  the  charges  made  for  water  supplied 
or  made  available  by  the  City  in  and  for  the  then 
current  period,  and  shall  be  in  an  amount  equal  to 
fifty  per  centum  (50%)  of  the  amount  of  money 
■  charged  by  the  City  for  furnishing  and  supplying 
water  or  water  service  to  the  particular  property  in 
or  for  the  then  current  period. 
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(b)  Any  bill  rendered  in  1959  for  any  charge  im- 
posed under  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  which  is 
based  on  the  amount  of  water  consumed  on,  or 
which  is  based  on  water  service  to,  any  particular 
property  and  which  water  or  service  is  supplied  or 
made  available  by  the  City,  shall  be  calculated  in 
such  manner  so  as  to  apply  only  to  the  number  of 
days  in  1959  which  may  be  involved. 

91.  On  any  property,  and  the  owner  thereof, 
which  uses  water,  all  or  part  of  which  water  is  from 
a  source  or  sources  other  than  the  City's  water 
supply  system,  a  charge  is  hereby  imposed,  separate 
and  in  addition  to  any  other  charge  imposed  under 
this  sub-title  based  on  the  consumption  of  water  de- 
rived from,  or  based  on  water  service  made  avail- 
able by,  the  City's  water  supply  system.  Such 
separate  or  additional  charge  shall  be  based  on  the 
quantity  of  water  derived  or  received  from  any 
source  or  sources,  other  than  the  City's  water  sup- 
ply system,  which  is  discharged  into  the  City's 
sewerage  facilities  from  the  property  involved.  The 
owner  of  each  such  property  shall  install,  without 
cost  to  the  City,  a  meter  or  meters  to  measure  the 
quantity  of  water  received  from  any  source  or 
sources  other  than  the  City's  water  supply  system 
and  which  is  discharged  into  the  City's  sewerage 
system.  No  meter  shall  be  installed  or  used  for  such 
purpose  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Sewerage 
Engineer.  In  all  cases  where  water  is  discharged 
into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  and  such  water 
is  derived  or  received  partly  from  the  City's  water 
supply  system  and  partly  from  a  source  or  sources 
other  than  the  City's  water  supply  system,  or  such 
water  is  derived  or  received  entirely  from  a  source 
or  sources  other  than  the  City's  water  supply 
system,  such  separate  or  additional  charge  shall  be 
the  same  in  amount  and  shall  be  calculated  on  the

same  basis  as  though  all  of  the  water  had  been  re- 
ceived or  derived  from  the  City's  water  supply 
system.  If  the  owner  of  any  such  property  fails  to 
install  an  approved  meter  or  meters,  the  Sewerage 
Engineer  shall  determine  the  amount  of  water  from 
any  source  or  sources  other  than  the  City's  water 
supply  system  which  is  discharged  into  the  City's 
sewerage  facilities  from  the  particular  property  and 
shall  furnish  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  the  amount 
of  such  water  determined  as  aforesaid,  and  the 
particular  property  involved,  and  the  owner  there- 
of, shall  be  liable  for  such  separate  and  additional 
charge  calculated  and  based  upon  the  aforesaid 
amount  of  such  water  determined  by  the  Sewerage 
Engineer  as  aforesaid.  The  owner  of  every  prop- 
erty, which  uses  water  on  said  property  all  or  part 
of  which  is  received  or  derived  from  a  source  or 
sources  other  than  the  City's  water  supply  system 
and  all  or  part  of  which  water  is  discharged  into 
the  City's  sewerage  facilities,  shall,  within  twenty 
days  after  this  ordinance  becomes  effective  or  within 
twenty  days  after  such  condition  commences,  in- 
form the  Sewerage  Engineer  in  writing  of  such  con- 
dition, if  the  Sewerage  Engineer  has  not  been  so 
notified  under  the  provisions  of  any  prior  ordi- 
nance. 

92.  (a)  Whenever  any  property  upon  which  the 
charge  imposed  hereunder  uses  water  from  the 
City's  water  supply  system  or  from  any  other  source 
or  sources  for  an  industrial  or  commercial  purpose 
in  such  a  manner  that  the  water  so  used  is  not  dis- 
charged into  the  sewerage  facilities  of  the  City,  the 
quantity  of  water  so  used  and  not  discharged  into 
the  City's  sewerage  facilities  shall  be  excluded  in 
determining  the  charge  imposed  hereunder  as  to 
said  property  if  the  quantity  of  water  so  used  and 
not  discharged  into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  is 
measured  by  a  device  or  devices  approved  by  the 
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Sewerage  Engineer  and  installed  without  cost  to  the 
City. 

(b)  In  any  case  where  it  is  determined  by  the 
Sewerage  Engineer  that  it  is  not  practical  to  install 
a  measuring  device  in  connection  with  an  industrial 
or  commercial  operation  to  determine  continuously 
the  quantity  of  water  not  discharged  into  the  City's 
sewerage  facilities,  the  Sewerage  Engineer  shall 
determine  periodically  in  such  reasonable  man- 
ner and  by  such  reasonable  method  as  he  may  adopt, 
the  quantity  of  water  which  is  not  discharged  into 
the  City's  sewerage  facilites,  and  in  connection 
therewith  shall  take  into  consideration  the  total 
amount  of  water  from  all  sources  used  on  the  prop- 
erty and  the  nature,  kind  and  type  of  industrial  or 
commercial  business  being  operated  on  said  prop- 
erty, and  the  operational  processes  used  in  connec- 
tion therewith,  and  the  quantity  of  water  which  is 
not  discharged  into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities 
as  determined  by  the  Sewerage  Engineer  as  afore- 
said shall  be  excluded  in  determining  the  charge  im- 
posed hereunder. 

93.  In  all  cases  where  the  amount  of  water  from 
any  particular  property  which  is  being  discharged 
into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  cannot  be  rea- 
sonably determined  under  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-title,  or  in  all  cases  where  unusual  or  extra- 
ordinary circumstances  or  conditions  exist  in  con- 
nection with  the  discharge  of  water  into  the  City's 
sewerage  facilities  and  which  are  not  covered  by 
the  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  the  Director  of 
Public  Works  shall  have  the  power  and  authority 
to  determine  the  amount  of  water  being  discharged 
into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  under  the  facts 
and  circumstances  in  each  case  and  the  charges 
imposed  under  this  sub-title  shall  be  calculated  and 
based  upon  the  amount  of  water  being  discharged 
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into  the  City's  sewerage  facilities  as  determined  by 
the  Director  of  PubHc  Works  as  aforesaid. 

94.  In  the  event  that  any  particular  property 
owner,  who  is  legally  liable  for  the  payment  of  the 
charges  imposed  under  this  sub-title,  disagrees 
with,  or  is  aggrieved  by,  any  determination,  de- 
cision, order,  or  notice  of  any  kind,  which  is  made, 
rendered,  issued  or  given  under  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-title,  such  property  owner,  within  twenty 
(20)  days  after  notice  of  any  such  determination, 
decision,  order  or  notice  has  been  given  to,  or 
mailed  to,  such  property  owner,  shall  have  the  right 
to  take  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
to  bring  the  matter  in  dispute  before  the  Board  of 
Municipal  and  Zoning  Appeals  for  review  by  it. 
Upon  reasonable  notice  in  accordance  with  its  rules 
and  the  provisions  of  the  Baltimore  City  Charter, 
the  Board  shall  determine  whether  or  not  the  de- 
termination, decision,  order,  or  notice  which  is  the 
subject  of  review  is  proper  or  correct.  The  Board, 
by  a  majority  vote  thereof,  shall  have  the  power 
and  authority  to  reverse  or  affirm,  wholly,  or  partly, 
or  may  modify  the  determination,  decision,  order  or 
notice  appealed  from,  and  may  give  or  make  such 
determination,  decision,  order,  requirement  or  no- 
tice as  ought  to  be  made.  Provided,  however,  that 
nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  taken  or  con- 
strued as  authorizing  the  Board  to  waive,  set 
aside  or  in  any  manner  change  any  specific  pro- 
vision or  provisions  of  this  sub-title. 

95.  All  meters  or  other  measuring  devices  in- 
stalled or  required  to  be  used  under  the  provisions 
of  this  sub-title  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  by, 
and  under  the  control  of,  the  Sewerage  Engineer. 
The  owner  of  the  property  upon  which  any  such 
meter  or  measuring  device  is  installed  shall  be 
responsible  for  its  proper  repair,  maintenance  and 
safe  keeping  and  all  repairs  thereto  shall  be  made 
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at  the  cost  and  expense  of  such  owner  whether  such 
repairs  are  made  necessary  by  ordinary  wear  and 
tear  or  any  other  cause  or  causes. 

96.  (a)  All  charges  imposed  under  this  sub-title 
shall  be  due  and  payable  at  the  same  time  that 
charges  made  by  the  City  for  supplying  water  or 
water  service  are  due  and  payable;  said  charges 
shall  be  billed  by  the  same  agency  of  the  City  which 
renders  or  dispatches  bills  for  water  service;  said 
charges  may  be  included  in  the  same  bills  rendered 
for  water  charges,  or  stated  in  separate  bills,  and 
shall  be  collected  at  the  same  time  or  times  and  in 
the  same  manner  and  be  subject  to  the  same  in- 
terest rates  and  penalties  provided  for  non-pay- 
ment when  due  and  owing  as  charges  made  by  the 
City  for  supplying  w^ater.  Said  charges  shall  be 
collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City.  The  pro- 
visions of  this  Section  shall  apply  to  all  properties 
and  the  owners  thereof  which  are  subject  to  the 
payment  of  the  charges  imposed  under  this  sub- 
title without  regard  to  the  source  or  sources  of 
water  used  on  said  properties. 

(b)  All  bills  in  arrears  for  charges  imposed  under 
this  sub-title  may  be  deemed  a  sufficient  reason 
for  discontinuing  water  furnished  by  the  City  until 
all  such  charges  and  interest  and  penalties  have 
been  paid  in  full.  Whenever  water  is  shut  off  for 
non-payment  of  the  charges  imposed  hereunder, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  City  before  the  water  supply  is  turned 
on  again. 

97.  The  charges  imposed  under  this  sub-title,  and 
all  increases,  interests  and  penalties  thereon,  shall 
be  a  lien  upon  the  property  of  any  person  liable  to 
pay  the  same  to  the  City  and  such  lien  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  Tax  Lien  Pwecord  maintained  by  the 
Bureau  of  Receipts.

98.  In  order  to  properly  carry  out  and  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  and  to  collect  the 
charges  levied  and  imposed  under  this  sub-title,  the 
City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered : 

(a)  To  make,  adopt,  promulgate  and  amend, 
from  time  to  time,  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he 
may  deem  necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  and 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  and  to  fully 
collect  the  charges  imposed  under  this  sub-title,  and 
to  define  or  construe  any  of  the  terms  and  pro- 
visions used  in  this  sub-title  in  connection  with  the 
imposition  or  collection  of  said  charges. 

99.  Every  person  or  other  legal  entity  who  shall 
participate  or  aid  in  any  manner  in  the  evasion  of 
the  charges  imposed  under  this  sub-title  or  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title 
or  any  of  the  rules  or  regulations  made,  adopted  or 
promulgated  by  the  City  Treasurer  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  sub-title  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the   court,   for  each  such  offense. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and 
all  taxes  which  have  accrued  or  are  due  and  owing, 
or  which  may  accrue  or  become  payable  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  Ordinance,  under  the  terms 
and  provisions  of  Section  89  to  99,  both  inclusive, 
of  Article  37  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), as  ordained  by  Ordinance  No.  1742,  approved 
December  19,  1958,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  in  the  same  manner  and 
to  the  same  extent  as  though  this  Ordinance  had 
never  been  ordained,  and  said  municipality  shall 
have  the  absolute  power  to  collect  and  enforce  the 
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collection  of  any  such  unpaid  taxes  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  to  the  same  extent  as  it  has  to  collect  and 
enforce  the  collection  of  any  other  ordinary  taxes. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  (a)  That  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  are  hereby  declared  to 
be  severable,  and  in  case  it  be  judicially  determined 
that  any  word,  phrase,  clause,  item,  sentence,  para- 
graph or  section  of  this  Ordinance,  or  the  appli- 
cation thereof,  to  any  person  or  circumstance,  is  in- 
valid, the  remaining  provisions  and  the  application 
of  such  provisions  to  other  persons  or  circum- 
stances shall  not  be  affected  thereby,  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  hereby  declaring  that  they  would 
have  ordained  the  remaining  provisions  of  this  Ordi- 
nance without  the  word,  phrase,  clause,  item,  sen- 
tence, paragraph  or  section,  or  the  application 
thereof,  so  held  invalid. 

(b)  In  the  event  any  provisions  of  any  law,  ordi- 
nance, rule  or  regulation  now  in  force  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore  are  inconsistent  or  conflict  with  any 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  then  in  such  case  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  controlling. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  July  1,  1959.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Balti^nore,  That  the  proposed  agreement 
by  and  between  the  Housing  Authority  of  Baltimore 
City  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  confirmed, 
said  proposed  agreement  being  as  follows : 

'This  Agreement,  Made  this  29th  day  of  April, 
1959,  by  and  between  the  Housing  Authority  of 
Baltimore  City,  a  body  corporate  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  hereinafter  called  'Authority',  party  of 
the  first  part ;  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation  of  the  State  of 
Marj^land,  hereinafter  called  'City',  party  of  the 
second  part. 

"Whereas,  the  Authority  is  constructing  a  low- 
rent  housing  project  known  as  Lexington  Terrace, 
MD  2-19,  in  the  area  bounded  generally  by  Fayette 
Street,  Fremont  Avenue,  Mulberry  Street  and  Myrtle 
Avenue,  as  extended  in  an  irregular  line  South  to 
Fayette  Street,  to  provide  decent,  safe  and  sanitary 
dwellings  for  persons  of  low  income;  and 

"Whereas,  the  Authority  plans  to  provide  cer- 
tain community  and  recreation  facilities  as  a  part 
of  said  project ;  and 
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''Whereas,  the  City  presently  maintains  and  op- 
erates certain  educational,  recreation  and  community 
facilities  located  in  the  general  area  of  the  site  of 
the  project,  which  facilities  the  City  plans  to  re- 
place with  more  modern  structures  in  order  to 
better  serve  the  needs  of  the  community;  and 

"Whereas,  The  Board  of  Recreation  and  Parks 
and  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of  the  City 
have  determined  that  the  recreational  and  educa- 
tional needs  of  the  community  for  which  they  were 
planning  separate  facilities  will  be  better  served  by 
the  erection,  and  operation  of  a  joint  facility;  and 

"Whereas,  it  has  been  determined  by  the  parties 
hereto  that  the  community,  recreational  and  educa- 
tional facilities  to  be  furnished  by  each  of  them  can 
best  be  accomplished  by  an  exchange  of  certain  lands 
now  owned  by  each  of  them ;  and 

"Whereas,  the  pai-ties  hereto  wish  to  make  pro- 
vision for  the  joint  and  cooperative  use  of  the  facili- 
ties to  be  provided  by  each  of  them; 

''Now.  Therefore,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual 
covenants  hereinafter  set  forth,  the  Authority  and 
the  City  do  agree : 

1.  The  City  shall  pay  for  the  costs  of  demolishing 
(1)  the  present  small  recreation  building  located 
at  734  West  Lexington  Street,  (2)  the  large  old 
armory  type  building  adjacent  to  the  aforesaid  rec- 
reation building;  and  (3)  elementary  Schools  Nos. 
110  and  110-A.  The  City  shall  demolish  the  recrea- 
tion building  and  the  old  armory  building  as  soon 
as  practicable  after  the  execution  of  this  Agi'eement 
and  the  approval  by  the  City  of  the  preliminary 
plans  of  the  school  and  recreational  facilities  to  be 
constructed  by  it.  Within  a  reasonable  time  after 
the  school  and  recreational  facility  to  be  constructed 
by  the  City  as  set  forth  herein  below  have  been 
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completed,    the    City    shall    demolish    elementary 
Schools  Nos.  110  and  110-A. 

2.  Following  the  demolition  of  the  recreation 
building  at  734  West  Lexington  Street  and  the  old 
armory  building,  the  City  shall  convey  to  the  Au- 
thority the  land  outlined  in  blue  on  the  attached  plat 
dated  October  15,  1958,  and  entitled  'Combined 
Facility,  Lexington  Terrace,  MD  2-19'. 

3.  Following  the  demolition  of  Schools  Nos.  110 
and  110-A,  the  City  shall  convey  to  the  Authority 
the  land  now  used  in  connection  with  the  said  schools 
as  outlined  in  yellow  upon  the  aforesaid  attached 
plat.  The  Authority  will  immediately  reconvey  to 
the  City  the  land  now  used  in  connection  with  School 
No.  110-A  for  so  long  as  it  is  used  for  educational 
and/or  recreational  purposes  as  set  forth  in  this 
Agreement. 

4.  In  the  area  to  the  northwest  of  the  northwest 
corner  of  West  Lexington  Street  and  Myrtle  Avenue, 
the  City  shall  design,  construct  and  equip  a  standard 
elementary  school  with  auditorium  expanded  to  500- 
seat  capacity  and  a  separate  gymnasium  expanded 
to  sixty  feet  by  eighty  feet  in  dimensions.  The 
necessary  funds  for  the  auditorium  and  gymnasium 
to  be  erected  by  the  City  will  be  furnished  from  the 
budgets  of  the  Board  of  School  Commissioners  and 
Board  of  Recreation  and  Parks  and  prorated  be- 
tween them  as  follows:  The  Board  of  School  Com- 
missioners shall  provide  sufficient  funds  for  the 
construction  and  furnishing  of  a  standard  elemen- 
tary school  gymnasium  and  separate  standard  ele- 
mentary school  auditorium  including  equipment  and 
auxiliary  facilities ;  and  the  Board  of  Recreation  and 
Parks  shall  provide  the  additional  funds  necessary 
to  bring  these  facilities  up  to  the  expanded  sizes 
set  forth  above. 
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5.  Upon  the  adoption  and  approval  by  the  City 
of  firm  plans  estabhshing  the  location  of  the  school 
and  recreational  facility  to  be  constructed  by  it,  as 
described  in  Section  4  above,  the  Authority  will 
convey  to  the  City  the  area  shown  on  the  attached 
plat  dated  October  15,  1958  and  entitled  'Combined 
Facility,  Lexington  Terrace,  MD  2-19',  and  outlined 
in  red,  less  so  much  of  said  area  as  shall  be  appro- 
priate for  the  construction  of  the  building  to  be 
constructed  by  the  Authority  as  hereinafter  set 
forth.  The  title  to  be  conveyed  to  the  City  shall  be 
for  so  long  as  the  land  so  conveyed  shall  be  used- 
for  educational  and  recreational  purposes  as  set 
forth  in  this  Agi'eement,  provided,  however,  that  in 
the  event  the  City  should  determine  that  the  facility 
constructed  thereon  by  it  is  no  longer  needed  for 
educational  and/or  recreational  purposes  but  is 
needed  for  some  other  public  municipal  purpose,  it 
shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  from  the  Authority 
at  a  price  to  be  determined  by  three  M.A.I,  ap- 
praisers to  be  chosen  as  follows:  one  by  the  City, 
one  by  the  Authority  and  one  by  these  two,  that 
portion  of  the  said  land  outlined  in  green  shown  on 
the  attached  plat  dated  October  15,  1958,  and  en- 
titled 'Combined  Facility,  Lexington  Terrace,  MD 
2-19'. 

6.  The  Authority  shall  design  and  construct  a 
recreational  and  community  building  of  approxi- 
mately 6,000  square  feet  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  Authority  building.  The  location  of  said  build- 
ing shall  be  coordinated  with  the  design  and  con- 
struction of  the  new  school  and  recreational  facility 
to  be  provided  by  the  City  as  described  above  in 
Section  4.  The  Authority  shall  equip  its  building 
to  the  extent  that  the  Public  Housing  Administration 
makes  funds  available  for  such  equipment. 
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7.  Although  each  of  the  parties  hereto  shall  be 
the  owners  of  the  facilities  to  be  constructed  by- 
each  of  them,  the  Authority  building  and  the  gym- 
nasium and  auditorium  of  the  school  owned  by  the 
City  will  be  used  jointly  by  the  City  and  the  Author- 
ity for  recreation  and  community  services.  These 
facilities  will  be  operated  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Recreation  and  Parks  of  the  City 
through  the  Bureau  of  Recreation  for  the  use  of  the 
community  and  the  Authority  without  any  particular 
distinction  between  the  portions  owned  by  the  re- 
spective parties  hereto.  The  auditorium  and  gym- 
nasium will  be  made  available  for  such  use  after 
the  hours  and  the  term  during  which  school  is  in 
session.  Further  details  of  such  joint  use  will  be 
set  forth  in  such  additional  agreements  as  the  parties 
hereto  deem  convenient  and  necessary,  such  agree- 
ment to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Public 
Housing  Administration  and  the  City  agencies  con- 
cerned. 

8.  Each  of  the  parties  hereto  shall  pay  for  the 
cost  of  utilities  and  maintenance,  including  jani- 
torial services,  for  its  respective  building. 

9.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  that  the  building 
to  be  constructed  by  the  City  hereunder  shall  not  be 
used  for  any  purpose  not  in  accord  with  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  School  Commis- 
sioners of  Baltimore  City. 

10.  In  conjunction  with  the  construction  of  Lex- 
ington Terrace,  Project  MD  2-19,  the  Authority,  by 
combining  land  now  used  in  connection  with  School 
No.  110,  to  be  conveyed  to  the  Authority  by  the 
City  as  described  in  Section  3,  and  such  other  land 
as  it  may  have  available  for  such  purposes  will,  at 
its  own  cost,  provide  and  maintain  a  multiple-use 
area.  The  Authority  will  equip  such  area  to  the 
extent    that    the    Public    Housing    Administration 
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makes  funds  available  for  such  equipment.  The 
Authority  will  make  such  multiple-use  area  available 
for  use  by  the  City  in  connection  with  the  educa- 
tional and  recreational  activities  to  be  conducted  by 
the  City  in  conjunction  with  the  use  of  the  facility 
to  be  constructed  hereunder  by  the  City. 

11.  In  conjunction  with  the  construction  of  the 
elementary  school  and  recreational  facility  to  be 
provided  by  the  City,  the  City  will  provide  land 
space  for  use  as  a  playfield.  This  land  space  will 
be  obtained  by  using  such  parts  of  the  land  conveyed 
to  the  City  by  the  Authority  in  accord  with  Sections 
3  and  5,  hereinabove,  less  the  area  used  for  the 
aforesaid  City  school  and  recreational  facility  and 
the  Authority  building.  The  City  will,  at  its  own 
cost,  equip  and  maintain  the  said  playfield.  This 
playfield  will  be  made  available  by  the  City  for  the 
use  of  the  parties  hereto  in  conjunction  with  the 
multiple-use  area  to  be  provided  by  the  Authority. 

12.  By  the  execution  of  this  Agreement,  the 
parties  hereto  agree  that  each  shall  have  the  right 
of  access  to  the  use  of  the  facilities  owned  by  the 
other  and  to  be  constructed  as  provided  herein  to 
the  extent  reasonably  necessary  to  give  effect  to 
the  purposes  and  intent  of  the  terms  and  provisions 
of  this  Agreement. 

13.  The  provisions  of  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  10 
and  11  shall  be  fully  executed  within  10  years  from 
the  date  of  this  Agreement,  except  that  the  last 
sentence  of  Section  10  and  the  last  sentence  of  Sec- 
tion 11  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

14.  The  Board  of  Estimates  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  by  its  approval  of  this 
Agreement,  hereby  declares  that  the  property  of  the 
City  herein  described  which  is  to  be  used  jointly  by 
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the  City  and  the  Authority  is  not  now  necessary  for 
exclusive  public  use  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore. 

15.  This  Agreement  is  entered  into  subject  to  its 
approval  by  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore.

order  to  permit  the  construction  of  additions  to

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  Section  60A  be 
and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  24  of  the  Balti- 
more City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Police",  to 
follow  immediately  after  Section  60  thereof,  to  be 
under  the  new  sub-title  "Plastic  Bags",  and  to  read 
as  follows: 

PLASTIC  BAGS 

60 A.  (a)  No  person  shall  package,  deliver  or 
sell  any  article  for  use  in  or  around  the  house- 
hold in  a  plastic  bag,  or  shall  sell  or  distribute" 
any  plastic  bag  for  use  in  or  around  the  house- 
hold, unless  the  bag  bears  a  warning  against  the 
hazard  of  suffocation  by  children  in  the  following 
or  substantially  equivalent  wording: 

Warning:  To  avoid  danger  of  suffocation,  keep 
away  from  babies  and  children.  Do 
not  use  in  cribs,  beds,  carriages,  or 
playpens. 

This  bag  is  not  a  toy. 

(b)  "Plastic  garment  bag"  means,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  section,  a  bag  intended  for  household 
use  or  for  packaging  articles  intended  for  house- 
hold use  which  is  larger  than  6  inches  in  diameter 
at  the  open  end,  made  of  thin  film  less  than  1  mil 
(0.001  inch)  in  thickness.

30  inches,  but  less  than  40  inches....  14  points 

less  than  30  inches 10  points 

(d)  Any  person  violating  this  section  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  shall  be 
sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hun- 
dred dollars  and  the  costs  of  prosecution.

timore, and  shall  in  the  application  for  such  per- 
mission and  permits  agree  to  pay  all  costs  and 
charges  of  every  kind  and  nature  made  necessary 
by  such  removal,  alteration  or  interference. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  no 
buildings  or  structures  of  any  kind  shall  be  con- 
structed or  erected  in  said  portion  of  said  highway 
after  the  same  shall  have  been  closed  until  the  sub- 
surface structures  and  appurtenances  over  which 
said  buildings  or  structures  are  proposed  to  be  con- 
structed or  erected  shall  have  been  abandoned  or 
shall  have  been  removed  and  relaid  in  accordance 
with  the  specifications  and  under  the  direction  of

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porate  desiring  to  erect  such  buildings  or  structures.

of  this  ordinance,  and  relating  generally  to  all 
acquisitions  of  property  that  may  be  affected  by 
this  ordinance.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  46  of  Article  12 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Health",  sub-title  "Meat  Inspection",  as  last 
amended  by  Ordinance  1110,  approved  November 
20,  1957,  be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and  reor- 
dained,  with  amendments,  to  read  as  follows: 

46. 

(a)  No  person  shall  sell,  have,  keep  or  expose 
for  sale  for  human  food,  or  have  in  possession,  the 
flesh,  meat  and  products  or  meat  food  products  of 
any  cattle,  calves,  sheep,  swine  or  goats  unless  the 
same  shall  have  been  slaughtered  or  prepared  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  In- 
dustry, U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  or  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  or 
the  same  shall  bear  the  inspection  legend  or  other 
official  mark  of  identification  of  a  Board  of  Health 
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whoso  meat  ins])oction  standard  is  equal  to  that  of 
and  recognized  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health. 

Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  establishing, 
maintaining  or  operating  any  business  as  herein 
classified  shall  procure  a  license  from  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  and  pay  therefor  an  annual 
fee,  in  advance,  in  accordance  with  the  following 
schedule : 

(b)    Class  A — Slaughterers. 

Slaughterers  shall  be  construed  to  include  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  business 
of  slaughtering  of  food  animals,  such  as  cattle, 
calves,  swine,  sheep,  lambs  or  goats,  and  also  in- 
cluding any  persort,  firm  or  corporation  having  any 
of  the  above  enumerated  animals  slaughtered  for 
him,  them  or  it  in  any  plant  maintaining  or  oper- 
ating a  slaughtering  business;  including  the  right 
of  processing  of  meat  and  meat  food  products;  in- 
cluding the  right  of  furnishing  cold  storage  and 
refrigeration  on  premises;  manufacturing  meat 
food  products,  packing  for  market;  rendering  of 
edible  fats  and  inedible  by-products;  handling  and 
selling  of  such  products  at  wholesale  and/or  re- 
tail upon  the  premises  where  slaughtered  and  pre- 
pared, or  at  the  place  of  business  of  any  person, 
fn-m  or  corporation  sending  the  above-named  ani- 
mals to  be  slaughtered. 

The  annual  license  fee  under  this  class  shall  be 
based  on  the  maximum  fee  for  any  one  species 
slaughtered  in  each  such  establishment,  said  maxi- 
mum fee  to  be  the  only  fee  collectible  for  each  such 
establishment  as  follows:

(c)    Class  B — Processors  and  Manufacturers. 

For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged  in 
the  processing  of  meat  products,  manufacturing 
meat  food  products,  packing  them  for  market,  ren- 
dering of  edible  fats;  and  to  engage  in  the  han- 
dling and  selling  of  such  products  at  wholesale 
and/or  retail,  a  license  fee  of  One  Hundred  and 
Ten  Dollars  ($110.00)  shall  be  charged  for  each 
establishment  so  engaged. 

The  term  ''manufacturing"  as  used  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  construed  to  mean  subjecting  fresh 
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meat,  prepared  meat  or  a  mixture  of  fresh  meat 
and  prepared,  with  one  or  more  of  the  following: 
herbs,  spices,  cereals,  common  salt,  sodium  nitrate, 
sodium  nitrite,  potassium  nitrate,  sugar,  a  syrup, 
water  and  vinegar. 

(d)  Class  C— County. 

No  license  or  permit  for  handling  meat  or  meat  food 
products  intended  for  use  or  sale  in  Baltimore  City, 
shall  hereafter  be  granted  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  to  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  com- 
ing under  Class  A — Slaughterers,  or  Class  B — 
Processors  and  Manufacturers,  whose  plant  or  place 
of  business  shall  be  located  beyond  the  corporate 
limits  of  Baltimore  City;  provided,  however,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  af- 
fect the  rights  of  holders  of  such  licenses  or  permits 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  to 
continue  to  hold  or  to  renew  the  same  annually ; 
but  such  holders  shall,  in  addition  to  the  payment 
of  a  license  fee,  pay  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health,

(e)  Class  D — Wholesalers. 

1.  The  term  "wholesale"  as  used  in  this  section 
shall  be  contrued  to  mean  the  making  of  sales  to 
the  wholesale  and  retail  trade  in  the  City  of  Balti- 
more, including  such  sales  by  brokers,  commission 
merchants,  jobbers,  packers'  agents  and  itinerant 
vendors,  and  shall  also  include  sales  in  quantities 
or  on  a  large  scale  to  hotels,  restaurants,  institu- 
tions, commissaries,  manufacturers  and  the  sup- 
plying of  branch  or  chain  establishments  from  a 
central  depot  or  store. 
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2.  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged  in 
the  sale  or  distribution  of  meat  and  meat  food  prod- 
ucts which  have  their  origin  outside  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  State  and  who  shall  ship  such  products 
into  the  City  of  Baltimore  by  means  of  steamship 
lines,  railroads  or  motor  vehicle,  or  by  maintain- 
ing a  distributing  station,  place  or  warehouse  with- 
in the  City  of  Baltimore,  or  by  means  of  vehicles 
operated  upon  the  streets  of  the  City,  or  who  shall 
have  an  office  in  the  city  but  not  distribute  meat 
and  meat  food  products  by  vehicle,  a  license  fee  of 
One  Hundred  and  Ten  Dollars  ($110.00)  shall  be 
charged. 

3.  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  the  selling  of  meat  and  meat  food  products  at 
wholesale  to  the  retail  trade,  a  license  fee  of  Fifty- 
five  Dollars  ($55.00)  shall  be  charged  for  each  such 
store,  stand,  stall  or  vehicle  so  engaged. 

(f)    Class  E — Retailers  of  Meat  and  Meat  Food 
Products. 

1.  The  term  ''retail  sale  of  meat  and  meat  food 
products"  as  used  in  this  sub-title  shall  be  con- 
strued to  mean  where  any  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion use,  operate  or  maintain  any  building,  room, 
stand,  enclosure,  place  or  establishment  for  the 
purpose  of  selling,  offering  for  sale  or  keeping  with 
the  intention  of  selling  or  distributing  at  retail, 
any  article  of  food  in  which  meat  and  meat  food 
products  (fresh,  cooked  or  smoked)  is  an  ingredi- 
ent and  is  of  a  definite  and  considerable  portion  of, 
or  is  used  for  or  is  mixed  with  or  enters  into  the 
composition  of  any  food  used  or  intended  for  hu- 
man consumption. 

2.  Cured  Meat:  Subjecting  fresh  meat  to  a  solu- 
tion of  common  salt  with  or  without  one  or  more 
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of  the  following:   sodium  nitrate,   sodium   nitrite, 
potassium  nitrate,  sugar,  a  syrup,  honey,  spice. 

3.  Cooked  Meat:  Subjecting  fresh  meat,  meat 
food  products,  meat  by-products  and/or  cured  meat 
to  the  direct  action  of  heat,  such  as  roasting  and/or 
boiling. 

4.  Smoked  Meat:  Subjecting  fresh  meat,  dried 
meat,  or  cured  meat  to  the  direct  action  of  the 
smoke  either  of  burning  wood  or  of  similar  or  other 
burning  material. 

5.  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  selling  of  meats  and  meat  food  products  at  re- 
tail; a  license  fee  shall  be  charged  for  each  such 
place  so  engaged,  as  follows : 

(a)  Retail  sale  of  meats  and  meat  food  products, 
including  the  right  of  curing  and  cooking 
meat   and    meat    food    products    $25.00 

(b)  Retail  sale  of  meats  and  meat  food  products, 
including  the  right  of  curing,  cooking  and 
smoking  meat  and  meat  food  products 

$30.00 

(g)    Class  F— Route  Trucks— Retail. 

For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged  in 
the  sale  of  meats  and  meat  food  products  at  retail 
from  any  vehicle  along  or  upon  the  streets  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  a  license  fee  of  Thirty  Dollars 
($30.00)  shall  be  charged  for  each  such  vehicle  so 
engaged. 

(h)    Class  G — Storage  Warehouses. 

For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged  in 
the  business  of  public  cold  storage  and/or  refrig- 
eration of  meat  and  or  meat  food  products  a  li- 
cense fee  of  Eighty-five  Dollars   ($85.00)   shall  be 
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charged  for  each  such  place  or  warehouse  so  en- 
gaged. 

(i)   Class  H — Renderers  and  Collectors  of  Animal 
Substances. 

Shall  include  the  business  of  rendering  and  re- 
duction of  dead  carcasses  and  animal  substances, 
and  the  gathering  or  transferring  of  butcher's  of- 
fals, fats,  bones,  grease  or  any  animal  matter  what- 
soever. 

(a)  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  the  rendering  or  reduction  of  dead  animals  and 
animal  substances,  collected  or  gathered  or  brought 
into  an  establishment  from  outside  of  the  premises, 
a  license  fee  of  Forty  Dollars  (?40)  shall  be  charged 
for  each  establishment  so  engaged. 

(b)  For  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged 
in  the  collecting,  gathering  of  butcher's  offals, 
bones,  fats,  grease  or  any  animal  matter  whatso- 
ever, a  license  fee  of  Twenty  Dollars  ($20)  shall 
be  charged  for  each  such  vehicle  so  engaged. 

(j)    Permits. 

Permits  shall  be  non-transferable  and  no  permit 
issued  hereunder  shall  authorize  the  holder  thereof 
to  carry  on,  engage  in  or  conduct  the  business  in 
any  place  or  places  other  than  described  and  set 
out  in  such  permit. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  may  refuse  to  grant 
such  permit  and  refuse  inspection  if  the  person 
making  application  for,  or  to  whom  the  permit 
was  issued,  does  not  comply  with  the  meat  inspec- 
tion law  and  regulations  now  in  force  or  that  may 
hereafter  be  adopted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
in  controlling  the  slaughtering  and  inspection  of 
animals  and  the  preparation  and  sale  of  meat  prod- 
ucts and  meat  food  products.

relating  generally  to  the  care,  custody  and  regu- 
lation of  certain  dogs  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  28  of  Article  19 
of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Licenses",  sub-title  "Dogs"  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Section 
22  of  said  article  and  sub-title  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  repealed  and  reordained;  and  that  a  new 
Section  29A  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  added  to  said 
Article  and  sub-title  to  follow  immediately  after 
Section  29  thereof,  and  all  to  read  as  follows : 
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22.    (a)  No  animal  of  the  dog  kind  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  run  at  large  (as  this  term  is  hereinafter 
defined)  within  the  limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 
Every  such  animal  found  running  at  large  within 
the    limits    of     said     city     shall    be     seized    and 
detained  in  a  suitable   place  for  a  period  of  one 
hundred   and   sixty-eight   hours    (seven   days).    If 
such  dog  has  upon  its  neck  a  collar  containing  the 
name  and  address  of  the  owner,  then  such  owner 
shall  be  notified  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such 
seizure;  if  the  owner's  name  and  address  are  not 
upon  the  dog's  collar,  but  if  such  dog  has  upon  its 
neck  the  number  of  the  legally  required  license  for 
the  then  current  year,  then  the  City  Treasurer  shall 
forthwith  be  notified  as  to  said  license  number  and 
the  City  Treasurer  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  receipt  of  such  notice,  notify  the  person  in 
whose  name  the  said  license  stands  on  the  records 
in  the  office  of  the  said  City  Treasurer ;  and  if  such 
dog  has  not  the  owner's  name  and  address  upon  its 
collar,  or  has  not  its  licensed  number  upon  its  neck, 
then  no  notice  shall  be  necessary.    In  all  cases,  the 
owner  may,  upon  proof  of  ownership,  redeem  the 
dog    within    one    hundred    and    sixty-eight    hours 
(seven  days)   after  such  seizure,  upon  payment  of 
the  sum  of  one  dollar.    Except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided,   all    dogs   seized   as   aforesaid   and    not   re- 
deemed within   one   hundred   and   six-eight   hours 
(seven   days)    after   their   seizure,    shall   be   killed 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health. 

(b)  In  addition  to  the  redemption  fee  required 
by  sub-section  (a),  an  owner  who  redeems  his  dog 
is  required  to  pay  the  City  Treasurer  board  for 
the  dog  for  any  time  it  was  detained  in  excess  of 
ninety-six  hours  (four  days),  at  the  rate  of  fifty 
cents  for  each  period  of  twenty-four  hours  or  por- 
tion thereof. 
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(c)  A  dog  that  has  been  so  detained  for  as  long 
as  one  hundred  and  sixty -eight  hours  (seven  days) 
and  not  redeemed  may  be  held  for  possible  adoption 
by  a  person  other  than  the  owner,  under  such  con- 
ditions and  procedures  as  may  be  established  by  the 
custodian  of  the  dog.  Before  the  dog  is  released  to 
the  adopting  owner,  he  shall  pay  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer the  sum  of  one  dollar.  In  addition,  he  shall 
pay  to  the  City  Treasurer  board  for  the  dog  for 
any  time  it  was  detained  in  excess  of  ninety-six 
houi's  (four  days),  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  for 
each  period  of  twenty-four  hours  or  portion  there- 
of; but  the  total  amount  charged  as  board  for  any 
adopted  dog  shall  in  no  event  exceed  five  dollars. 

(d)  Whenever  any  School  of  Medicine,  or  of  Dent- 
istry, or  of  Pharmacy,  or  of  Hygiene  and  Public 
Health,  located  in  Baltimore  City,  or  any  hospital 
located  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  licensed  by  the 
State  of  Maryland  and  approved  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health,  shall  apply  in  writing  to  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  of  Baltimore  City  for  permis- 
sion to  use  unclaimed  impounded  dogs,  which  would 
otherwise  be  killed  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, for  the  good  of  mankind  and  for  scientific  in- 
vestigation and  teaching  aimed  to  promote  the  in- 
crease of  knowledge  relating  to  the  cause,  preven- 
tion, control,  treatment  and  cure  of  disease  or  afflic- 
tions of  mankind  and  shall  state  under  oath  that 
there  is  need  for  such  use  and  that  the  applicant  will 
comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  establislied 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  approve 
such  request  and  upon  approval  the  number  of  said 
dogs  for  which  approval  is  given  shall  be  surrend- 
ered by  the  person  or  persons  charged  with  killing 
unclaimed  impounded  dogs  to  the  institution  for 
such  use.   Any  institution  which  receives  a  dog  un- 
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der  the  provisions  of  this  sub-section  shall  pay  to 
the  City  Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  therefor. 

(e)  In  any  operations  performed  on  dogs,  said 
dogs  shall  first  be  rendered  incapable  of  feeling  pain 
and  shall  be  maintained  in  that  condition  until  the 
operation  is  ended.  Where  continuance  of  the  dog's 
life  is  necessary  to  determine  the  result  of  an  experi- 
ment, the  operation  shall  be  conducted  with  appro- 
priate precautions  comparable  to  those  used  with 
human  beings  and  the  same  care  shall  be  taken  to 
minimize  discomforts  during  convalescence. 

(f)  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  estabhsh 
and  prescribe  appropriate  and  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section  and  with  the  applicable  laws  of  the  State  of 
Maryland  for  the  surrender,  use,  care  and  treat- 
ment of  dogs  surrendered  to  said  schools  or  hos- 
pitals, and  shall  make  such  inspections  of  schools 
and  hospitals  to  which  dogs  are  surrendered  as  may 
be  required  to  determine  whether  or  not  said  schools 
or  hospitals  are  complying  with  said  ordinance,  rules 
and  regulations.  Any  of  said  schools  or  hospitals  to 
which  dogs  are  so  surrendered  shall  be  responsible 
for  compliance  with  this  section,  and  rules  and  regu- 
lations established  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
and  any  willful  failure  to  so  comply  shall  be  a 
ground  for  refusal  of  further  requests  from  said 
school  or  hospital  for  the  surrender  of  dogs  as 
herein  provided.  Whenever  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  shall  have  reasonable  grounds  to  believe 
that  the  provisions  of  this  section  or  any  regula- 
tion prescribed  thereunder  have  been  violated,  he 
shall,  upon  request  therefor,  be  furnished  with  such 
information  under  oath  as  he  shall  require  with  re- 
pect  to  the  conduct  of  an  experiment  or  experiments 
and  the  circumstances  surrounding  it. 
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(g)  The  making  of  any  false  statement  pursuant 
to  the  terms  of  this  section  in  addition  to  the  penal- 
ties provided  for  perjury  shall  henceforth  disentitle 
the  institution  on  whose  behalf  the  statement  was 
made  to  the  receipt  of  any  more  dogs  for  the  purpose 
of  experimentation. 

(h)  Any  dog  shall  be  considered  as  "running 
at  large"  within  the  meaning  of  this  section 
when  such  dog  is  upon  any  street,  lane,  alley  or  pub- 
lic way  or  place,  and  is  not  led  by  a  chain,  or  is  not 
in  leash,  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  such  dog  from, 
biting  any  person  or  animal,  or  is  not  securely 
muzzled  so  as  to  effectually  prevent  it  from  biting 
any  person  or  animal. 

29A. 

A  dog  which  is  held  for  obsei*\'ation  or  tests  be- 
cause of  possibly  biting  a  human  being  or  other 
animal  shall  not  be  released  to  the  owner  or  claim- 
ant until  there  is  paid  to  the  City  Treasurer  the 
sum  of  fifty  cents  for  each  period  of  twenty-four 
hours  or  portion  thereof  the  dog  was  held. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  this  ordi- 
nance shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  passage.

Every  person  owning  or  harboring  a  dog  or  dogs 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore 
shall  procure  a  license  and  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of 
said  City  the  sum  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.00) 
by  way  of  a  license  fee  or  tax  for  every 
animal  of  the  dog  kind  so  owned  or  harbored  by 
him  or  her,  and  every  such  person  who  shall  own 
or  harbor  any  such  animal  without  paying  such  fee 
or  tax  and  obtaining  such  license  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  Five  Dollars  ($5.00),  nor 
more  than  Ten  Dollars  ($10.00).  In  applying  for 
such  license  the  applicant  shall  state  in  writing  the 
sex,  breed  and  color  of  the  dog  for  which  the  license 
is  to  be  procured.

connection  with  the  use  of  any  and  all  equipment, 
apparatus,  appliances  or  machinery  which  is  used 
for  the  grinding  or  shredding  of  garbage  or 
similar  or  other  materials  when  the  mixture  or 
substance  resulting  from  any  such  grinding  or 
shredding  is  discharged  into  the  sewerage  fa- 
cilities of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, except  that  said  charge  shall  not  apply  to 
such  grinding  equipment  located  in  any  private 
residence  or  apartment  and  used  for  domestic 
purposes  only;  providing  for  the  method  of  de- 
termining said  charge  and  for  the  payment  and 
collection  thereof;  providing  for  the  Administra- 
tion and  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance;  conferring  and  imposing  certain  pow- 
ers and  duties  on  the  City  Treasurer;  providing 
penalties  in  connection  with  the  non-payment  of 
said  charge  when  due  and  owing;  providing  pen- 
alties in  connection  with  evading  said  charge  or 
for  violating  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  City  Treasurer,  and 
providing  that  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect 
January  1,  1960. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  a  new  section  be  and  it 
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is  hereby  added  to  Article  37  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Taxes",  to  be  known  as 
Section  100,  to  follow  immediately  after  Section  99 
of  said  Article  37,  as  said  Section  99  was  ordained 
by  Ordinance  No.  16,  approved  June  25,  1959,  and 
to  be  under  the  new  sub-title  "Garbage  Disposal 
Charges",  and  to  read  as  follows: 

Garbage  Disposal  Charges 
100. 

(a)  In  addition  to  any  other  sewer  sei*vice  charge* 
now  or  hereafter  in  effect,  there  is  hereby  imposed 
for  the  year  1960  and  all  subsequent  years  an  annual 
charge  on  or  in  connection  with  the  use  of  any  and 
all  equipment,  apparatus,  appliances  or  machinery 
which  is  used  for  the  grinding  or  shredding  of 
garbage  or  similar  or  other  materials  (hereinafter 
called  "grinding  equipment")  when  the  mixture  or 
substance  resulting  from  any  such  grinding  or 
shredding  is  discharged  into  the  sewerage  facilities 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  (here- 
after called  "City")  as  defined  or  designated  in  the 
sub-title  of  this  Article  37  titled  "Sewer  Service 
Charges".  Provided,  however,  that  the  charge  here- 
by imposed  shall  not  apply  to  grinding  equipment 
located  in  any  private  residence  or  apartment  and 
used  for  domestic  purposes  only. 

(b)  The  annual  charge  imposed  hereunder  shall 
be  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  dollars  ($15.00)  for  each 
one-half  (I/2)  horsepower,  or  fraction  thereof,  of 
the  rated  horsepower  of  the  motor  or  prime  mover 
which  operates  each  single  or  individual  unit  of 
such  grinding  equipment.  In  any  and  all  cases 
where  two  or  more  single  or  individual  units  of 
such  grinding  equipment  are  operated  by  one  motor 
or  one  other  type  of  prime  mover,  then  the  charge 
imposed  hereunder  shall  be  computed  on  the  basis 
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of  total  horsepower  necessary  to  operate  each  such 
single  or  individual  unit  at  its  full  capacity. 

(c)  The  owner  of  the  property  in  or  upon  which 
any  grinding  equipment  is  located  and  the  property 
itself  shall  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  any  and  all 
charges  imposed  under  this  sub-title.  The  presence 
of  the  grinding  equipment  referred  to  in  sub-para- 
graph (a)  hereof  installed  in  place  in  or  on  prop- 
erty shall  constitute  prima-facie  evidence  that  the 
equipment  is  and  has  been  in  operation  during  the 
period  for  which  the  charge  imposed  hereby  is 
levied,  and  the  burden  of  proof  shall  be  on  the 
property  owner  upon  whom  the  charge  is  imposed 
to  prove  that  the  equipment  was  not  so  in  operation. 

(d)  All  charges  imposed  under  this  sub-title 
shall  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  City,  and 
shall  be  due  and  payable  in  quarterly  installments 
on  March  31st,  June  30th,  September  30th  and 
December  31st  of  each  and  every  year.  In  the 
event  any  one  such  installment  is  not  paid  in  full 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  it  becomes  due  and 
payable,  such  installment  shall  be  considered  de- 
linquent and  all  water  service  supplied  by  the  City 
to  the  property  involved  in  any  particular  case 
shall  be  subject  to  turn-off  for  non-payment  of  such 
charge  at  any  time  thereafter.  Whenever  water  is 
shut  off  for  non-payment  of  the  charges  imposed 
hereunder,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  before  the  water 
supply  is  turned  on  again.  A  penalty  at  the  rate  of 
five  per  centum  (5%)  of  the  unpaid  charge  shall 
be  added  to  the  amount  of  the  charge  imposed  here- 
under at  the  time  it  becomes  delinquent,  and  the 
total  of  all  such  delinquent  charges  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  the  penalty  and  turn-off  and  turn-on 
charges  shall  be  paid  before  water  service  is  re- 
stored.   The  non-payment  of  any  charge  imposed 
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hereunder  which  is  deHnquent  shall  be  sufficient 
reason  for  terminating  all  water  service  and  fire 
supply  service  furnished  by  the  City  to  the  property 
involved,  even  though  other  water  charges  against 
the  particular  property  are  not  in  arrears. 

(e)  The  owner  of  every  parcel  of  property  in  or 
upon  which  any  grinding  equipment  has  been  or 
hereafter  is  installed  without  having  obtained  a 
proper  pennit  to  do  so  from  the  department  or 
agency  of  the  City  having  jurisdiction  over  any 
such  installation,  shall,  within  twenty  (20)  days 
after  this  sub-title  becomes  effective  or  within 
twenty  (20)  days  after  such  condition  commences, 
inform  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  such  condition. 

(f)  The  charges  imposed  under  this  sub-title, 
and  all  increases  and  penalties  thereon,  shall  be  a 
lien  upon  the  property  of  any  person  or  other  legal 
entity  liable  to  pay  the  same  to  the  City  and  such 
lien  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Tax  Lien  Record  main- 
tained by  the  Bureau  of  Receipts. 

(g)  In  order  to  properly  carry  out  and  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  and  to  collect  the 
charges  levied  and  imposed  under  this  sub-title,  the 
City  Treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  make,  adopt,  promulgate  and  amend,  from  time 
to  time,  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  or  proper  to  carry  out  and  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  sub-title  and  to  fully  collect  the 
charges  imposed  under  this  sub-title,  and  to  define 
or  construe  any  of  the  terms  and  provisions  used 
in  this  sub-title  in  connection  with  the  imposition 
or  collection  of  said  charges. 

(h)  Every  person  or  other  legal  entity  who  shall 
participate  or  aid  in  any  manner  in  the  evasion  of 
the  charges  imposed  under  this  sub-title  or  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title 
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or  any  of  the  rules  or  regulations  made,  adopted 
or  promulgated  by  the  City  Treasurer  under  the 
provisions  of  this  sub-title  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor and,  upon  conviction  thereof  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court,  for  each  such  offense. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
severable,  and  in  case  it  be  judicially  determined 
that  any  word,  phrase,  clause,  item,  sentence,  para-

(a)  The  Court  of  Appeals  of  Maryland  has  re- 
cently decided  the  case  of  Armco  Steel  Corporation 
V.  State  Tax  Commission  of  Maryland  and  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  —  No.  53, 
September  Term,  1959  —  in  which  it  was  decided 
that  Section  4  of  Ordinance  No.  643,  approved 
December  5,  1956,  exempted  ores  and  unrefined 
metals,  and  metals  derived  therefrom,  from  taxa- 
tion in  Baltimore  City  when  in  the  hands  of  a  re- 
finer, regardless  of  whether  the  refiner  was  the 
owner  of  said  ores  and  unrefined  metals  and  metals 
derived  therefrom,  and  regardless  of  whether  the 
end  product  of  the  refining  process  was  pure  metal 
or  a  mixture  of  other  metals  or  compounds. 

(b)  Prior  to  the  ordaining  of  said  Section  4  of 
Ordinance  No.  643,  the  City  Council  had  before 
it  certain  facts  which  showed  that  the  failure  to 
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grant  an  exemption  from  taxation  of  ores  and  un- 
fined  metals,  and  metals  derived  therefrom,  in  the 
hands  of  a  refiner  where  the  ores  and  unrefined 
metals,  and  metals  derived  therefrom,  were  owned 
by  persons  other  than  the  refiner,  and  where  the 
function  of  the  refiner  was  to  reduce  said  ores  and 
unrefined  metals  to  a  fine,  unmixed  and  pure  state, 
without  the  addition  of  other  metals  or  compounds, 
would  impose  an  undue  economic  hardship  on  such 
refiner,  and  adversely  affect  Baltimore  City,  its  resi- 
dents and  taxpayers,  because  any  increased  taxa- 
tion upon  ores  and  unrefined  metals  shipped  into 
Baltimore  by  the  owners  thereof  to  local  refineries 
for  refining  as  aforesaid  would  cause  the  owners  of 
said  ores  and  unrefined  metals  to  ship  them  for 
refining  to  refineries  located  elsewhere  than  Balti- 
more City. 

(c)  Prior  to  the  decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals 
of  Maryland  in  the  Armco  Steel  Corporation  case, 
the  State  Tax  Commission  had  interpreted  said  Sec- 
tion 4  of  Ordinance  No.  643  to  apply  only  to  such 
ores  and  unrefined  metals,  and  metals  derived  there- 
from, as  were  in  the  hands  of  a  refiner  and  owned 
by  others,  and  only  where  the  function  of  the  re- 
finer was  to  reduce  said  ores  and  unrefined  metals 
to  a  fine,  unmixed  and  pure  state,  without  the  addi- 
tion of  other  metals  or  compounds. 

(d)  In  view  of  the  foregoing,  it  is  the  intent  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  by  this 
Ordinance  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  interpretation 
by  the  State  Tax  Commission  of  the  scope  of  the 
exemption  as  explained  in  Sub-paragraph  (c) 
hereof.

smoke  to  the  prescribed  degree;  and  the  inaugura- 
tion of  prosecutions  for  non-compliance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  sub-title.  All  appointments  made 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  laws,  rules  and  regulations  governing 
the  classified  city  service.  Provided,  however,  that 
any  person  now  holding  a  position  in  the  Bureau  of 
Smoke  Control  may  be  transferred  to  the  Division 
of  Smoke  Control. 

160.  Advisory  and  Appeal  Board.  The  Mayor 
shall  appoint  an  Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  con- 
sisting of  five  (5)  persons  qualified  as  hereinafter 
provided.  The  members  of  this  Board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  five  years,  except  that  for  the 
initially  appointed  Board,  one  (1)  member  shall 
be  appointed  for  one  (1)  year,  one(l)  member  for 
two  (2)  years,  one  (1)  member  for  three  (3)  years, 
one  (1)  member  for  four  (4)  years,  and  one  (1) 
member  for  five  (5)  years.  The  members  of  this 
Board  shall  receive  no  compenastion  for  their  serv- 
ices. Appointees  shall  be  of  high  standing  for  their 
knowledge  and  interest  in  the  development  and  bet- 
terment of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  shall  be  per- 
sons whose  capacity  for  associated  service  in  muni- 
cipal work  is  generally  recognized,  and  who  are  not 
interested  in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  any  com- 
bustion or  smoke-abatement  device.  Two  members 
shall  be  chosen  who  shall  represent  business  and 
administrative  experience  in  the  ownership  or  direc- 
tion of  industrial  and  transportation  enterprises  re- 
quiring the  combustion  of  fuel  and/or  material ;  two 
members  shall  be  chosen  who  shall  have  had  broad 
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engineering  experience  in  the  design  and  operation 
of  fuel  and/or  material  burning  installations;  and 
one  shall  be  chosen  who  shall  preferably  have  no  con- 
nection with  the  ownership  or  design  of  fuel  burning 
plants  but  who  in  his  professional  attainments  and/ 
or  experience  shall  have  exhibited  intellectual  com- 
petence and  judicial  capacity.  Vacancies  from  ex- 
piration of  term  or  from  other  causes  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Mayor  according  to  the  method  of  selection 
applying  to  the  member  retiring. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  supply  the  cleri- 
cal assistance  for  recording  the  minutes  of  public 
hearings  of  the  Board,  for  executing  other  secre- 
tarial duties  that  may  be  requested  by  the  Board,  and 
any  engineering  assistance  for  investigation  or  con- 
sultation needed  by  the  Board  .  The  Board  shall  be 
self-determinative  in  the  adoption  of  by-laws,  the 
election  of  officers,  and  the  conduct  of  its  delibera- 
tions. 

The  Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  shall  be  an 
agency  for  adjudicating  the  various  technical  and 
economic  problems  that  occur  in  the  formulation 
of  the  type  and  kind  of  supervisory  control  to  be 
exercised  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  over 
new  and  remodeled  installations  of  combustion 
equipment  in  so  far  as  the  emission  of  smoke  to 
the  atmosphere  is  concerned.  The  Board  shall  de- 
termine after  investigation  and  consultation  the 
methods  of  examination  and  inspection,  and  the  fac- 
tors to  be  considered,  to  insure  that  new  or  re- 
modeled fuel  and/or  material  burning  installations 
will  be  suited  for  the  prevention  of  the  emission  of 
smoke  to  the  degree  prescribed  in  the  ordinance,  but 
the  Board  shall  have  no  authority  to  inquire  re- 
garding the  manufacturing  process  of  metallurgical, 
chemical,  oil  refining  processes,  ceramic,  or  other 
commodity  manufacturing  industries  involving  the 
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combustion  of  fuel  and /or  material,  beyond  the  re- 
quiring of  evidence  that  the  installation  will  be 
suited  in  the  prevention  of  the  emission  of  smoke  to 
the  degree  prescribed  in  this  ordinance. 

161.    Emission  of  Dense  Smoke.    The  emission  of 
dense  smoke  within  the  city  from  the  smoke  stack  of 
any  boat,  tug,  roller,  derrick,  pile  driver,  tar  kettle 
or  other  similar  machine  or  contrivance,  or  from 
any  open  fire,  or  from  the  smoke  stack  or  chimney 
of  any  building,  roundhouse  or  premises,  except  for 
a  period  of  or  periods  aggregating  nine  minutes  or 
less  in  any  one  hour  of  a  density  of  No.  2  smoke  as 
definel  by  the  Ringelmann  Chart,  or  six  minutes  or 
less  of  a  density  in  excess  of  No.  2  smoke  as  defined 
by  the  Ringelmann  Chart  in  any  one  hour  at  a  time 
when  the  firebox  is  being  cleaned  out  or  a  new  fire 
being  built  therein,  or  from  the  stack  of  any  loco- 
motive, tug  or  boat  for  a  period  in  excess  of  one 
continuous  minute  in  any  one  hour  after  said  loco- 
motive, tug  or  boat  is  in  or  ready  for  service,  is 
prohibited  and  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance 
and    may    be    summarily    abated    by    the    Com- 
missioner   of    Health     or    by    anyone     whom    he 
may     duly     authorize     for     such     purpose.      Such 
abatement   may   be   in    addition   to   the   fine   here- 
inafter provided.    For  the  purpose  of  grading  the 
density  of  smoke,  the  Ringelmann  Chart,  as  now 
published  and  used  by  the  United  States  Bureau  of 
Mines,  which  is  hereby  made  a  part  of  this  sub-title 
by  reference,  shall  be  the  standard.   Smoke  shall  be 
considered  dense  when  it  is  equal  to  or  of  gi'eater 
density  than  No.  2  of  said  chart.    Any  person  or 
persons,  firm  or  cooperation  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  as 
hereinafter  provided ;  and  each  violation  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  constitute  a  seperate  offense  for  each  and 
every  day  on  which  such  violation  shall  continue. 
All    persons    participating   in    any   such    violation, 
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either  as  owners,  proprietors,  lessees,  agents,  ten- 
ants, managers,  superintendents,  captains,  engi- 
neers, firemen  or  janitors,  or  otherwise,  shall  sever- 
ally be  liable  therefor  and  subject  to  the  penalties 
fixed  by  this  sub-title. 

162.  Emission  of  Dust  or  Fly  Ash.  No  person 
or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  shall  cause  the  emis- 
sion or  discharge  into  the  atmosphere  of  ashes,  cin- 
ders, dust,  soot  and  fly  ash  from  chimneys,  flues  and 
smoke  stacks  where  the  quantity  of  solids  emitted 
exceeds  0.75  grains  per  cubic  foot  of  flue  gas  at  a 
stack  temperature  of  500  degrees  Fahrenheit,  of 
which  amount  not  to  exceed  0.2  of  a  grain  per  cubic 
foot  shall  be  of  such  size  as  to  be  retained  on  a  325 
mesh  U.  S.  Standard  sieve.  These  conditions  are  to 
be  conformed  to  when  the  percentage  of  excess  air 
in  the  stack  does  not  exceed  50  per  cent  at  full  load. 
The  foregoing  requirements  shall  be  measured  by 
the  methods  outlined  in  the  Tentative  Test  Code  for 
dust  separating  apparatus  of  the  American  Society 
of  Mechanical  Engineers  which  is  hereby  made  a 
part  of  this  sub-title  by  reference,  a  copy  of  which  is 
and  shall  remain  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health.  Any  person  or  persons,  firm 
or  corporation  violating  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  as  hereinafter 
provided;  and  each  violation  of  this  section  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense  for  each  and  every 
day  on  which  such  violation  shall  continue.  All 
persons  participating  in  any  such  violations,  either 
as  owners,  proprietors,  lessees  agents,  tenants,  man- 
agers, superintendents,  captains,  engineers,  firemen 
or  janitors,  or  otherwise,  shall  severally  be  liable 
therefor  and  subject  to  the  penalties  fixed  by  this 
sub-title. 

165.  Construction,  Reconstruction  and  Remodel- 
ing Plans  and  Specifications,  Permits.  No  new  fuel- 
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burning  plants  nor  reconstruction,  nor  remodeling 
of  any  existing  fuel-burning  plants  for  producing 
power  and  heat,  or  either  of  them  nor  refuse-burning 
equipment,  nor  any  chimney  or  furnace  connected 
with  such  fuel  or  refuse-burning  equipment,  shall  be 
installed,  erected,  reconstructed  or  remodeled  in  the 
City  of  Baltimore  until  plans  and  specifications  of  the 
same  have  been  filed  by  the  owner,  contractor,  in- 
staller or  other  person  in  the  office  of  and  approved 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Plealth  as  being  so  designed 
that  same  can  be  managed  and  operated  to  conform 
to  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  and  prevent  air  pol- 
lution, and  a  permit  issued  by  him  for  such  instal- 
lation, erection,  reconstruction  or  remodeling.  Plans 
and  specifications  so  filed  with  the  Division  of  Smoke 
Control  shall  show  the  type  of  installation,  the 
amount  of  work  and  the  amount  of  heating  to  be 
done  by  such  fuel  or  refuse-burning  plant  and  all 
appurtenances  thereto,  including  all  provisions  made 
for  the  purpose  of  securing  complete  combustion  of 
the  fuel  or  refuse  to  be  used  and  the  manner  in  which 
it  is  to  be  burned  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  air 
pollution.  Said  plans  and  specifications  shall  also 
contain  a  statement  of  the  rate  of  burning  and  kind 
of  fuel  or  refuse  proposed  to  be  used  and  the  manner 
in  which  it  is  to  be  burned ;  and  said  plans  and  speci- 
fications shall  also  show  that  the  room  or  premises 
in  which  fuel  or  refuse-burning  plants  shall  be  lo- 
cated is  provided  with  doors,  windows,  air-shafts, 
fans  or  other  means  of  ventilation  sufficient  to  pre- 
vent the  temperature  of  such  room,  basement  or 
other  portion  of  building  wherein  such  fuel  or 
refuse-burning  apparatus  is  to  be  used,  from  rising 
to  a  point  higher  than  120  degi'ees  Fahrenheit;  and 
sufficient  also  to  provide  that  the  atmosphere  of  any 
such  room,  basement  or  other  portion  of  the  building 
wherein  such  fuel  or  refuse-burning  apparatus  may 
be  located  may  be  changed  at  least  every  ten  min- 
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utes.  Such  plans  shall  further  show  the  dimensions 
of  such  room  in  which  such  fuel  or  refuse-burning 
apparatus  is  to  be  located,  the  location  and  dimen- 
sions of  all  chimneys  and  smoke  stacks  used  in  con- 
nection with  or  as  a  part  of  said  fuel  or  refuse- 
burning  plant  Upon  the  inspection  and  approval 
of  said  plans  and  specifications  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  and  upon  the  payment 
of  the  fees  hereinafter  provided,  and  if  such 
plans  and  specifications  shall  show  that  ade- 
quate and  approved  provisions  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  complete  combustion  of  the  fuel  or  refuse 
to  be  used  and  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  and 
eliminating  smoke,  soot,  fly  ash,  dust  or  noxious 
acids  have  been  made,  a  permit  for  the  installation 
or  for  the  construction,  erection,  reconstruction  or 
remodeling  of  such  fuel  or  refuse-burning  plant  shall 
be  issued.  As  soon  as  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
has  issued  the  permit  as  above  provided,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  various  departments  having 
charge  of  the  inspection  of  the  premises  wherein 
said  fuel  or  refuse-burning  apparatus  is  located 
to  cooperate  with  the  Commissioner  of  Health  to 
see  that  the  execution  of  the  work  so  authorized  by 
said  permit  shall  be  done  in  conformity  with  the 
plans  and  specifications  submitted  and  approved, 
and  with  the  standards,  rules  and  regulations  fixed 
by  the  Division  of  Smoke  Control.  Any  person,  firm 
or  corporation  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties 
hereinafter  provided.  If  such  plans  and  specifica- 
tions as  described  above  are  not  submitted  to  the 
Division  of  Smoke  Control  for  approval  previous  to 
the  installation  of  any  new  fuel-burning  plant,  or 
the  reconstruction  or  remodeling  of  any  existing 
fuel-burning  plant,  for  producing  power,  heat,  or 
either  of  them,  or  refuse-burning  plant,  or  any  chim- 
ney  connected   with   such   fuel   or   refuse-burning 
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plant,  the  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  be  author- 
ized to  seal  immediately  such  equipment  until  the 
owner,  contractor,  installer  or  other  person  has 
complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

166.  Use  of  Plant-Certificate  Required.  It  shall 
be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  use  any  new,  recon- 
structed or  remodeled  plant,  or  any  plant  duly  sealed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  for  the  produc- 
tion and  generation  of  heat  and  power,  or  either  of 
them,  or  for  the  burning  of  refuse,  until  he  shall  have 
first  procured  a  certificate  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  certifying  that  the  plant  is  so  con- 
structed that  it  will  do  the  work  required  with  the 
type  of  fuel  and  equipment  used ;  and  that,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health,  it  can 
consistently  be  so  managed  in  burning  the  type  of 
fuel  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  permit,  no  dense 
smoke  shall  be  emitted  from  the  chimney  connected 
with  the  furnace  or  firebox  in  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  sub-title;  and  a  notice  of  the  size, 
type,  kind  and  manner  of  burning  the  fuel  as  speci- 
fied in  the  permit  has  been  prominently  displayed 
and  permanently  attached  to  said  plant.  Any  person 
or  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  prescribed  in  this 
sub-title.  The  issuance  and  delivery  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  of  any  permit  or  certificate 
for  the  construction,  reconstruction  or  remodeling 
of  any  plant  or  chimney  connected  with  a  plant 
shall  not  be  held  to  exempt  any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration to  whom  any  such  permit  or  certificate 
has  been  issued  and  delivered,  or  who  is  in  posses- 
sion of  any  such  permit  or  certificate,  from  prose- 
cution on  account  of  the  emission  of  dense  smoke, 
fly  ash,  soot,  cinders,  dust  or  noxious  acids  caused 
()!•  permitted  by  any  such  person,  firm  or  corpo- 
ration. 
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167.  Permit  for  Erection  of  Building  Prohibited, 
When.  The  Building  Inspection  Engineer  shall  not 
issue  a  permit  for  the  erection,  construction,  re- 
construction or  alteration  of  any  building  or  struc- 
ture wherein  the  plans  for  such  building  or  struc- 
ture show  any  chimney  or  smoke  stack  in  connection 
with  such  building  or  structure,  until  such  plans 
have  been  submitted  to  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
and  the  dimensions  of  such  chimney  or  chimneys  ap- 
proved by  him  as  having  sufficient  capacity  and 
suitable  for  the  type  of  equipment  and  fuel  to  be 
used.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  not  ap- 
prove plans  or  issue  permits  for  the  installation 
of  any  fuel-burning  device  of  the  surface  burning 
type  unless  the  fuel  to  be  used  in  such  device  will 
be  a  smokeless  solid  fuel  as  defined  in  Section  163 
of  this  sub-title,  or  a  mechanical  fuel-burning  de- 
vice is  used.  The  term  surface  burning  type,  as 
used  in  this  sub-title,  is  meant  to  include  any  fuel- 
burning  device  in  which  the  fresh  fuel  can  be  thrown 
directly  on  the  hot  fuel  bed.  A  mechanical  fuel- 
burning  device  is  defined  as  any  device  by  means 
of  which  fresh  fuel  is  mechanically  fired  from  out- 
side the  furance  into  the  zone  of  combustion,  the 
same  being  actuated  by  automatic  controls. 

169.  Appeals  to  be  Taken,  How.  Any  person  ag- 
grieved by  any  decision,  ruling  or  order  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  may  take  an  appeal  to  the 
Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  as  established  by  Sec- 
tion 160.  Such  appeal  shall  be  taken  within  ten  days 
after  the  decision,  ruling  or  order  complained  of  by 
filing  with  the  Commissioner  of  Health  a  notice  of 
appeal  directed  to  the  Advisory  and  Appeal  Board, 
specifying  the  grounds  thereof  and  the  relief 
prayed  for.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall 
forthwith  transmit  to  the  Advisory  and  Appeal 
Board  all  papers  constituting  the  record  upon 
which    the    decision,     ruling    or    order    appealed 
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from  is  taken.  The  Board  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time 
for  the  hearing  of  the  appeal  and  give  due  notice 
thereof  by  mail  to  the  parties  in  interest  and  decide 
the  same  within  a  reasonable  time.  Such  appeal  shall 
act  as  a  stay  of  any  decision,  ruling  or  order  until 
either  approved,  modified  or  set  aside  by  said  Ad- 
visory and  Appeal  Board.  At  the  hearing  any  party 
may  appear  in  person  or  by  agent  or  by  attorney. 
The  Board,  upon  hearing  such  appeal,  shall  either 
affirm,  modify  or  set  aside  any  such  decision,  ruling 
or  order.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  any  decision  of 
such  Board  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Baltimore  City  Court. 

170.  Boilers  or  Other  Heating  Apparatus  to  be 
Sealed,  When.  After  any  owner,  agent,  occupant, 
manager  or  lessee  of  any  premises  who  has  been 
previously  notified  of  three  or  more  violations  of  this 
sub-title  within  any  consecutive  12-month  period, 
either  before  or  after  its  amendment,  in  respect  to 
the  emission  of  dense  smoke,  soot,  cinders,  fly  ash, 
dust  or  noxious  acids,  the  owner  or  agent  of  said 
premises  shall  be  notified  to  show  cause  before  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  on  a  day  certain,  not  less 
than  ten  days  from  the  date  of  notice  why  the 
equipment  causing  such  violations  should  not  be 
sealed.  The  notice  herein  provided  for  may  be 
given  by  mail  directed  to  the  last  known  address 
of  the  party  to  be  notified,  or  if  said  party  or  his 
whereabouts  is  unknown,  then  by  posting  a  notice 
on  or  near  the  premises  at  which  the  violations 
shall  have  occurred.  Upon  said  date  said  owner 
or  agent  may  appear  and  be  heard.  Upon  such  hear- 
ing, if  the  Commissioner  of  Health  finds  that  ade- 
quate corrective  means  and  methods  have  not  been 
employed  to  correct  the  cause  of  such  condition,  then 
it  shall  be  his  duty  to  seal  said  equipment  until  such 
time  as  a  permit  and  certificate  as  herein  provided 
have  been  applied  for  and  issued  for  said  plant.  The 
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owner  or  agent  may,  within  ten  days  of  said  de- 
cision, appeal  said  finding  to  the  Advisory  and  Ap- 
peal Board,  and  said  appeal  shall  stay  the  sealing 
pending  said  appeal.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any 
person  to  break  a  seal  of  any  boiler  or  heating  ap- 
paratus that  has  been  duly  sealed  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  unless  authorized  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  in  writing. 

171.  Interference  with  Commissioner  of  Health. 
If  any  person  or  persons  shall  refuse  to  comply  with 
or  assist  in  the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  sub-title,  or  who,  in  any  manner,  hinders,  ob- 
structs, delays,  resists,  prevents,  or  in  any  way 
interferes  with,  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
or  Smoke  Inspectors,  or  police  officers,  in  the 
performance  of  any  duty  herein  enjoined,  or  shall 
refuse  to  permit  such  inspectors  or  officers  to  per- 
form their  duty  by  refusing  them,  or  either  of  them, 
entrance  to  any  premises  at  reasonable  hours  in 
which  the  provisions  of  this  sub-title  are  being  vio- 
lated or  refuse  to  permit  the  inspection  or  examina- 
tion of  such  building,  establishment,  premises  or 
enclosures  for  the  purpose  of  the  enforcement  of  this 
sub-title,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
fined  as  herein  provided. 

173.  Defense  and  Exemptions  to  Charges  of  Vio- 
lation. In  any  proceeding  under  this  sub-title,  it 
shall  be  a  good  defense,  if  the  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration charged  with  the  unlawful  emission  of 
smoke,  fly  ash,  soot,  cinders,  dust  or  noxious  acids 
shall  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court  or  jury 
trying  the  same  that  an  adequate  supply  of  smoke- 
less solid  fuel  is  not  available,  and  that  there  is  no 
known  practicable  device,  appliance,  means  or  meth- 
od by  application  of  which  to  his  building,  establish- 
ment, premises,  locomotive  or  equipment  the  emis- 
sion or  discharge  of  the  dense  smoke,  fly  ash,  soot. 
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cinders,  dust  or  noxious  acids  complained  of  in  such 
proceeding  could  have  been  prevented.  In  the  gen- 
eral performance  of  their  duties,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  obtaining  the  facts  with  respect  to  any  such  de- 
fense, the  Commissioner  of  Health  and  the  Smoke 
Inspectors  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  at  all 
reasonable  hours  upon  and  into  any  buildings, 
establishments,  premises  and  enclosures  in  or  from 
which  they  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  provisions 
of  this  sub-title  are  being  violated,  and  to  inspect 
or  examine  such  buildings,  establishments,  premises 
or  enclosures ;  and  the  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
the  Smoke  Inspectors  shall  collect  and  presei*\'e 
evidence  of  all  facts  as  to  any  violations  of  this 
sub-title.  Upon  written  complaint  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  by  the  owner  or  operator  of  any 
fuel-burning  plant  described  in  this  sub-title  against 
any  decision  or  ruling  or  order  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health,  setting  forth  that  it  is  impossible 
in  the  operation  of  said  apparatus  either  by  altera- 
tion, repair  or  addition  thereto,  to  operate  the  same 
in  complete  compliance  with  the  requirements  of 
this  sub-title  and  upon  filing  said  complaint  with 
such  Commissioner  of  Health  the  Commissioner 
shall  thereupon  and  in  any  event  not  later  than 
ten  days  from  the  receipt  of  such  written  com- 
plaint cause  the  same  to  be  filed  with  the  Advis- 
ory and  Appeal  Board,  which  shall  thereafter  set  a 
time  and  hearing  for  such  complaint  and  give  notice 
thereof  by  mail  to  the  parties  interested,  and  after 
such  hearing  the  Advisory  and  Appeal  Board  may 
vary  or  modify  the  application  of  any  of  the  regula- 
tions or  provisions  of  this  sub-title,  relating  to  said 
fuel-burning  plant  so  that  the  spirit  of  this  sub-title 
shall  be  observed,  the  public  health,  welfare  and 
safety  secured  and  substantial  justice  done.  In  exer- 
cising the  above-mentioned  powers  the  Advisory  and 
Appeal  Board  may,  in  conformity  with  the  provi- 
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sions  of  this  sub-title,  reverse  or  affirm  wholly  or  in 
part,  or  may  modify  the  order,  requirements,  deci- 
sion or  determination  appealed  from,  and  may  make 
such  order,  requirements,  decision,,  or  determination 
as  ought  to  be  made,  and  to  that  end  shall  have  all  the 
powers  of  the  Commissioner  of  Health.

in  connection  with  sewerage  connections  for  the 
collection  and  disposal  of  domestic  or  house  sew- 
age to  the  Building  Inspection  Engineer,  and  pro- 
viding that  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  Janu- 
ary 1,  1960. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Section  242  (par.  1)  of 
Article  12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion), title  "Health",  sub-title  "Plumbing",  sub-head- 
ing "Permits",  as  said  section  was  last  amended  by 
Ordinance  No.  1109,  approved  November  20,  1957, 
be  and  it  is  hereby  repealed  and  reordained,  with 
amendments,  to  read  as  follows : 

242.  (par.  1).  No  plumbing  systems,  bath  tub, 
wash-bowl,  sink,  water  closet,  urinal,  hot-water  stor- 
age tank  for  domestic  use,  or  other  plumbing  or 
drainage  fixture,  shall  be  installed,  altered  or  re- 
moved ;  no  sanitary  drainage  connection  of  any  kind 
shall  be  made;  no  sewer,  house  drain,  soil  pipe,  waste 
pipe,  vent  pipe  or  water  supply  pipe  shall  be  placed, 
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connected,  altered  or  removed  in  or  about  any  build- 
ing or  structure  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  without  a  permit  signed  by  the 
Chief  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and  approved  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  or  his  assistant;  provided, 
however,  that  the  above  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  water  piping  in  high  or  low  pres- 
sure steam  systems;  water  piping  for  steam,  hot 
water  and  vapor  heating  system;  refrigerator  sys- 
tems, fire  protection  or  automatic  sprinkler  systems ; 
excepting  that  a  plumbing  permit  must  be  issued  on 
the  installation  of  the  final  waste  pipe  connection  or 
connections  made  directly  to  the  sanitary  or  storm 
water  sewers  or  to  branches  from  the  same. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  charge  the  fol- 
lowing permit  and  inspection  fees : 

A.  A  minimum  permit  and  inspection  fee  of 
Eight  Dollars  ($8.00)  shall  be  made  for  a  permit  to 
connect  any  building  with  a  sanitary  sewer,  storm 
drain  or  individual  disposal  system  (when  such  is 
permitted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health)  and  shall 
include  the  installation  of  not  more  than  four  (4) 
fixtures.  In  addition  to  the  minimum  fee  of  Eight 
Dollars  ($8.00),  a  charge  of  Two  Dollars  ($2.00) 
shall  be  made  for  every  fixture  exceeding  four  (4). 

B.  A  minimum  permit  and  inspection  fee  of 
Three  Dollars  ($3.00)  shall  be  made  for  a  permit 
to  install  or  reconstruct  one  (1)  fixture  in  an  exist- 
ing building  already  connected  to  a  sanitary  sewer, 
storm  drain  or  individual  disposal  system.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  minimum  fee  of  Three  Dollars  ($3.00), 
a  charge  of  Two  Dollars  ($2.00)  shall  be  made  for 
every  fixture  exceeding  one  which  is  to  be  installed 
or  reconstructed. 

C.  A  permit  and  inspection  fee  of  Three  Dollars 
($3.00)    shall  be  made  for  a  permit  to  install  a 
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foundation  and  drain  leader  drains,  and  tliis  shall 
include  the  installation  of  a  sump  pit  and  pump  if 
required.  An  additional  fee  of  Two  Dollars  ($2.00) 
shall  be  charged  for  each  cellar  entrance  areaway, 
window  areaway,  or  other  areaway  drain. 

D.  A  ])ormit  and  inspection  fee  of  Fifteen  Dol- 
lars (§15.00)  for  the  installation  of  an  individual 
sewage  disposal  system  (when  such  is  permitted 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Health),  which  shall  in- 
clude a  percolation  test  when  required.  A  permit 
and  inspection  fee  for  an  addition  or  alteration  to 
an  existing  sewage  disposal  system  shall  be  Ten 
Dollars  ($10.00). 

No  person  shall  construct,  alter  or  repair  any 
plumbing  or  drainage  work  in  the  City  of  Baltimore 
without  first  making  application  to  and  receiving 
from  the  Department  of  Health  a  permit,  which  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Plumbing  and 
countersigned  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  or  his 
assistant. 

Blank  forms  of  application  shall  be  furnished  by 
the  Department  of  Health  to  qualified  master 
plumbers.  All  applications  must  be  signed  by  the 
owner  of  the  premises  or  his  authorized  representa- 
tive or  agent,  and  his  address  written  under  his 
signature. 

The  conditions  of  such  permits  must  be  strictly 
complied  with  and  the  work  shall  be  done  by  the 
registered  master  plumber  to  whom  the  permit  shall 
have  been  issued,  or  under  his  supervision  and  by 
journeymen  in  his  employ. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  sub- 
title "Plumbing",  and  Sections  236  to  252,  both  in- 
clusive, of  Article  12  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code 
(1950  Edition),  title  ''Health",  be  and  the  same  are

hereby  transferred  and  added  in  their  entirety  to 
''Chapter  79  —  Miscellaneous  Construction  Regula- 
tions'' of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950

a  new  section  titled  "Section  796  —  Plumbing",  to 
follow  immediately  after  Section  795  of  Chapter  79 
of  said  Article  5,  and  to  be  known  as  Paragraphs 
7960  to  7976,  both  inclusive. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  whenever 
and  wherever  in  this  Ordinance,  and  in  Sections  7 
and  8  and  Sections  17  to  23,  both  inclusive,  of  Article 
33  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title 
"Sewers",  and  in  any  other  section  or  provision  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  which  has  to  do  with  the 
collection,  transmittal  and  disposition  of  domestic  or 
house  sewage  or  with  the  administration  or  enforce- 
ment of  the  Plumbing  Code  of  Baltimore  City,  and 
in  Paragraphs  7960  to  7976,  both  inclusive,  of  Sec- 
tion 796  of  Chapter  79  of  Article  5  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code  (1950  Edition),  title  "Health",  as  trans- 
ferred and  added  to  said  Article  5  by  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance,  the  following  phrases  or  designa- 
tions appear,  they  shall  have  the  meanings  herein- 
after respectively  ascribed  to  them,  except  where 
the  context  clearly  requires  otherwise: 

(a)  "Department  of  Health"  shall  mean  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection  of  the  Department  of 
Public  Works; 

(b)  "Commissioner  of  Health"  shall  mean  the 
Building  Inspection  Engineer  who  is  the  head  of  the 
Bureau  of  Building  Inspection;

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  any  and 
all  of  the  duties  and  powers  imposed  upon  or  vested 
in  the  Department  of  Health,  the  Commissioner  of 
Health,  and  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Plumbing  under 
or  in  connection  with  the  provisions  of  Sections  7 
and  8,  and  Sections  17  to  23,  both  inclusive,  ot 
Article  33  of  the  Baltimore  City  Code  (1950  Edi- 
tion) or  under  or  in  connection  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Plumbing  Code  of  Baltimore  City  or  under  or 
in  connection  with  any  other  section  or  provision  of 
the  Baltimore  City  Code  which  has  to  do  with  the 
collection,  transmittal  and  disposition  of  domestic 
or  house  sewage  or  the  administration  or  enforce- 
ment of  said  Plumbing  Code  immediately  before  the 
effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  be  and  they  are 
hereby  transferred  to,  and  imposed  upon  and  vested 
in  the  Bureau  of  Building  Inspection,  the  Building 
Inspection  Engineer,  and  the  person  appointed  by 
the  Building  Inspection  Engineer  to  perform  the 
duties  and  exercise  the  powers  heretofore  imposed 
upon  or  vested  in  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Plumbing, 
respectively. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  (a)  any 
and  all  work  or  operations  to  be  done  or  performed 
under  a  permit  or  notice  which  has  been  issued  by 
the  Chief  Inspector  of  Plumbing  or  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  in  connection  with  any  of  the  mat- 
ters or  things  mentioned  in  this  Ordinance  prior  to 
the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  com- 
pleted in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance. 

(b)  Any  and  all  work  or  operations  to  be  done 
or  performed  in  connection  with  any  of  the  matters 
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or  things  mentioned  in  this  Ordinance  under  a  per- 
mit which  may  be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspection 
Engineer  upon  an  application  for  such  a  permit, 
which  said  application  was  filed  before  the  effective 
date  of  this  Ordinance,  shall  be  performed  and  com- 
pleted in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  in  the 
event  any  provision  or  provisions  of  any  law,  ordi- 
nance, rule  or  regulation  now  in  force  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  are  inconsistent  or  conflict  with  any  pro- 
vision of  this  Ordinance,  then  and  in  such  case  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  controlling. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  the  oper- 
ation of  this  Ordinance  shall  not  revive  any  law 
heretofore  repealed  or  superseded,  nor  shall  the 
operation  of  this  Ordinance  affect  any  act  done,  lia- 
bility incurred,  or  any  right  accrued  or  vested,  or 
affect,  or  abate,  or  prevent  any  right  or  penalty  or 
punishment  of  any  offense  under  the  authority  of 
any  law,  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  superseded 
by  this  Ordinance. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  this 
Ordinance  shall  take  effect  January  1,  1960.

An  ordinance  ratifying  and  approving  of  a  pro- 
posed agreement  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  and  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  concerning  the  pro- 
posed construction  of  a  viaduct  to  carry  Fort 
Avenue  over  the  tracks  of  the  railroad. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  proposed  agreement 
by  and  between  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Raih'oad 
Company  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore be  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified  and  con- 
firmed : 

'This  Agreement,  made  this  day  of  Sep- 

tember, 1959,  by  and  between  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  a  municipal  corporation  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  hereinafter  called  City, 
party  of  the  first  part,  and  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company,  a  corporation  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  hereafter  called  Railroad,  party  of  the 
second  part. 

Statement 

''Railroad  owns  certain  property  and  has  here- 
tofore constructed  and  is  now  maintaining  and 
operating  a  railroad  and  appurtenances  thereto  on 
said  property  extending,  in  part,  through  the  terri- 
torial limits  of  City.  Certain  tracks  of  Railroad 
cross  below  grade  a  public  highway  of  City  now 
known  as  'Fort  Avenue',  and  Fort  Avenue  is  car- 
ried over  said  tracks  at  said  location  by  a  bridge 
structure  (designated  by  Railroad  as  Bridge  No. 
1-B)  owned  by  Railroad  and  constructed  and  main- 
tained under  authority  of  franchises  granted  by 
the  following  ordinances  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  Ordinance  No.  21,  approved 
April  19,  1845;  Ordinance  No.  37,  approved  May 
2,  1845;  Ordinance  No.  52,  approved  July  17,  1869; 
Ordinance  No.  29,  approved  March  30,  1870;  and 
Ordinance  No.  133,  approved  September  4,  1896. 
Said  Railroad  has  been  requested  by  City  to  replace 
the  existing  bridge  structure  which  has  an  8-ton 
capacity  with  a  modern  bridge  of  a  20-ton  capacity 
adequate  to  meet  modern  highway  demands.  Rail- 
road and  Citj^  are  willing  to  cooperate  in  this  proj-

after set  forth. 

'*No7v,  therefore,  this  Agreement  Witnesseth, 
That  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  of  the 
mutual  covenants  herein  set  forth,  the  parties 
hereto  agree  that  said  highway  bridge  carrying 
Fort  Avenue  over  the  tracks  of  Railroad  shall  be 
reconstructed  pursuant  to  the  terms,  conditions 
and  undertakings  hereinafter  set  forth  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  drawings  of  Railroad,  approved  by 
its  Chief  Engineer  and  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Works  of  City,  hereby  made  a  part  hereof  by  ref- 
erence and  titled  and  identified  as  follows:  The 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad,  The  Baltimore  &  Ohio 
Railroad  Co.,  Balto.  Term.  Div.,  Locust  Point  Br., 
Bridge  No.   18,  Baltimore,  Md.

1.  City  and  Railroad  shall  each  respectively  have 
general  charge  of  the  engineering  and  prepare 
plans  and  specifications  for  those  portions  of  the 
project  which  each  will  construct  or  cause  to  be 
constructed  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  said  plans 
and  specifications  and  all  changes,  modifications  or 
additions  thereto  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval 
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of  the  Director  of  Public  Works  of  City  and  of 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  Railroad. 

2.  Railroad  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense,  will, 
with  reasonable  promptitude  after  the  ratification 
of  this  agreement  by  ordinance,  reconstruct  the 
highway  bridge,  including  portion  of  street  light- 
ing and  highway  traffic  control  signals  as  shown 
on  said  bridge  plans,  as  well  as  dismantle  and  re- 
move the  present  bridge. 

3.  During  the  reconstruction  of  said  highway 
bridge,  it  will  be  necessary  to  close  Fort  Avenue  at 
this  location  and  the  Railroad  will,  at  its  sole  cost 
and  expense,  provide  on  its  property  the  portion 
of  the  necessary  detour  road  for  vehicular  and 
pedestrian  traffic,  in  accordance  with  drawing  of 
Railroad,  hereby  made  a  part  hereof  by  reference 
and  title  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, Locust  Point  Marine  Terminal,  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  Proposed  Detour  Account  Reconstruc- 
tion of  Fort  Avenue  Bridge  over  B.  &  0.  R.  R. 
Tracks'  dated  November  20,  1958,  and  numbered 
38240-2U-17,  and  City,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense, 
will  make  necessary  arrangements,  including  erec- 
tion of  necessary  barricades  and  posting  of  requi- 
site detour  signs,  for  detouring  said  traffic. 

4.  Railroad  shall  have  supervision  of  all  work 
or  reconstructing  said  highway  bridge,  including 
the  control  of  scheduling  of  work  and  measures  re- 
lating to  the  safety  and  continuity  of  railroad  op- 
erations. 

5.  City  will  reconstruct  or  construct,  or  cause 
to  be  reconstructed  or  constructed,  at  its  own  sole 
cost  and  expense,  the  permanent  approaches  to  both 
sides  of  the  bridge  structure  to  be  built  at  this  lo- 
cation including  the  grading,  paving,  curbs,  drains 
and  other  facilities. 
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6.  City  will,  at  no  expense  to  Railroad,  remove 
or  relocate,  or  cause  to  be  removed  or  relocated,  in 
temporary  location  and  permanently,  all  public  util- 
ities owned  by  the  City,  including  street  lighting 
and  traffic  control  signals  other  than  the  part 
thereof  to  be  performed  by  Railroad  as  shown  on 
said  bridge  plans. 

City  will  also  arrange  for  the  removal,  recon- 
struction or  relocation,  in  temporary  location  and 
permanently,  of  all  public  utilities  owned  by  pri- 
vate companies  required  in  connection  with  the 
project,  it  being  understood  that  all  cost  and  ex- 
pense involved  in  removal,  reconstruction  or  re- 
location, in  temporary  location  and  permanently, 
of  these  facilities  is  to  be  borne  by  their  respec- 
tive owners. 

7.  All  of  the  work  to  be  performed  by  the  City 
in  connection  with  this  project  will  be  let  in  con- 
tract by  City  or  performed  by  its  own  forces.  City 
will  arrange  with  the  owners  of  any  other  utility 
facilities  affected  by  this  reconstruction  project  for 
the  temporary  removal  and  permanent  relocation 
of  said  utility  facilities. 

8.  Each  party  hereto  waives,  but  only  as  against 
the  other  party  hereto,  any  and  all  damages  or 
right  to  claim  damages  to  any  of  its  real  property 
growing  out  of,  or  in  any  way  connected  with  the 
improvements  herein  contemplated,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  agreement. 

9.  After  completion  of  the  improvements  herein 
contemplated.  Railroad,  at  its  own  sole  cost  and 
expense,  shall  maintain,  repair  and  reconstruct 
the  substructure  and  superstructure  of  said  high- 
way bridge.  City,  at  its  sole  cost  and  expense, 
shall  maintain,  repair  and  reconstruct  the  highway 
paving  and  the  highway  facilities  (including  street 
lighting  and   traffic  control   signals)    and   utilities 
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owned  by  the  City.  The  owners  of  any  other  utility 
facilities  shall  maintain,  repair  and  reconstruct  the 
same  at  their  own  sole  cost  and  expense. 

10.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  release  any  other  person  or  persons  from  their 
legal  liability  to  respond  to  the  City  or  the  Rail- 
road, as  the  case  may  be,  in  damages  for  loss, 
damages,  injuries  or  death  to  the  property  and  em- 
ployees of  City  or  of  Railroad. 

11.  It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  that  the 
Railroad  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  benefit  assess- 
ments due  to  reconstruction  and  maintenance  of 
said  highway  bridge. 

12.  Except  as  necessarily  modified  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Agreement,  all  the  provisions,  ob- 
ligations and  liabilities  of  the  following  ordinances, 
granting  franchises  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  said  bridge  structure  (designated 
by  Railroad  as  Bridge  No.  1-B)  carrying  Fort  Ave- 
nue over  the  tracks  of  Railroad,  shall  continue  in 
full  force  and  effect: 

Ordinance  No.  21,  approved  April   19,  1845 

Ordinance  No.  37,  approved  May  2,   1845 

Ordinance  No.  52,  approved  July  17,  1869 

Ordinance  No.   29,  approved  March  30,   1870 

Ordinance  No.  133,  approved  September  4,  1896 

13.  The  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Agreement 
shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  and  be  binding  upon 
the  successors  and  assigns  of  the  parties  hereto. 

14.  This  agreement  shall  be  and  become  the 
valid  and  binding  obligations  of  the  parties  hereto, 
according  to  its  tenor,  upon  ratification  and  ap- 
proval thereof  by  an  ordinance  duly  enacted  by  the 
Mayor  and   City  Council   of  Baltimore.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Department  of  As- 
sessments be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  condemn  and  open  an  alley,  10  feet  wide, 
95.0  feet  east  of  Calhoun  Street  and  150.25  feet  north 
of  Edmondson  Avenue,  extending  northerly  18.83 
feet,  in  accordance  with  a  plat  thereof  numbered 
279-A-14B,  prepared  by  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  and 
filed  in  the  Office  of  the  Department  of  Assessments, 
on  the  Fourteenth  (14th)  day  of  September,  1959, 
and  now  on  file  in  said  office,  said  10-foot  alley  being 
described  as  follows: 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  the  point  formed  by 
the  intersection  of  the  west  side  of  an  alley,  10  feet 
wide,  laid  out  parallel  with  and  distant  95.0  feet 
easterly  from  the  east  side  of  Calhoun  Street  and 
the  division  line  between  No.  615  and  617  north

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218C.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  conduct,  or  cause  to  be 
conducted,  such  surveys,  investigations,  studies,  or 
like  activities  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  control 
ionizing  radiation  in  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

218D.  Whenever,  in  the  conduct  of  surveys,  in- 
vestigations, studies,  or  like  activities,  or  otherwise, 
any  equipment,  process,  or  material  is  found  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Health  to  emit  ionizing  radiations 
which  do  not  conform  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  pursuant  to 
Section  21 8E  of  this  sub-title,  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  may  notify  the  owners  or  operators  of  such 
equipment,  process,  or  material,  to  remove  or  con- 
trol the  cause  of  such  emission  within  the  time  and 
in  a  manner  that  will  accomplish  such  results  as 
may  be  prescribed  in  such  notice. 

218E.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  make  and  adopt  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  he  may  deem  proper  and 
necessary  for  the  enforcement  of  this  ordinance  for 
the  better  protection  of  the  health  of  the  City.
